Interprets New Pay Act 

Maj. Gen. Frederick W. Coleman, 
Chief of Finance of the Army, has had 
compiled all the economy provisions of 
the new Independent Offices Bill to- 
gether with an interpretation of those 
portions that affect the service, 

The construction placed upon Title II 
(Economy provisions) by the office of 
the Chief of Finance are of particular 
interest to the service personnel in gen- 
eral and are reproduced below: 

“a. Section 21(a) of the economy pro- 
visions of the Act of March 28, 1984, 
amending section 3(b), Title II, Act of 
March 20, 1933, changes the percentage 
of compensation deductions from 15% 
to 10% for the period from February 1 
to June 30, 1934, inclusive, and to not 
more than 5% for the fiscal year begin- 
ning July 1, 1934. It also has the effect 
of changing the rental and subsistence 
allowances of commissioned officers from 
$17.00 per month for one room and 51 
cents for one subsistence allowance to 
$18.00 and 54 cents, respectively, effec- 
tive February 1, 1984, and not less than 
$19.00 and 57 cents, respectively, effec- 
tive July 1, 1934. 

“h, Section 23 has the effect of pro- 
viding for payment of the same amounts 
for 40 hours of labor per week that were 
formerly paid for 48 hours of labor or 
other full weekly periods, under wage 
schedules in effect on June 1, 1982, in 
the cases of employees in the several 
trades and occupations whose wages are 
set by wage boards or other wage-fixing

Views of House Group 
On Air Policy Changing 


Separation of the Air Corps from 
the War Department or the granting of 
xreater independence to that arm, a 
movement which mustered considerable 
support in the House Committee on Mill- 
tary Affairs at the beginning of the 
present session, now appears to have 
lost most of its former advocates and is 
practically a dead issue at the present 
time, committee members declare. 

Many members of the Rogers subcom- 
mittee investigating War Department 
aircraft purchases now say that they 
have changed their minds and that they 
are opposed to any legislation which 
would give the Corps greater freedom. 
Such as the creation of q separate bud- 
get and a separate promotion list. These 
members include many who were for- 
merly champions of separation, and who 
held the belief that the Air Corps was 
being ham-strung by the rest of the 
Army. 

What members of the Rogers subcom- 
mittee consider a violation of the law 
by Air Corps officers in insisting in buy- 
ing aircraft in quantities by negotiated 
contract is responsible to a large extent 
for the change of sentiment. Also im- 
portant in theic change of mind, they 
declare, is the action of certain Air Corps 
officers in leading them to belleve that 
the General Staff had interfered with 
the drawing of specifications for alr- 
planes. Evidence now before them com- 
pletely refutes these statements, they 
declare, 

Representative Goss, Rep. of Conn., 
told the JournnaL, that he believes the 
movement for a separate air department 
or for greater liberty within the War 
Department, to be completely dead, as 
a result of the committee’s investiga- 


tion. 
“The military committee, you know, 
has always been very much pro-Air 


Corps,” he said, “Now, however, I be- 
lieve that any proposal for a separate 
department, a separate budget, or any 
other separation would not have a 
chance. Many of the members who have 
been sitting in on the Rogers subcom- 
mittee have completely turned around 
in the matter. Of course, I have not 
been one of those who favored a sepa- 
rate Air Corps. My views have been 
very much confirmed,” 

“There has been plenty of evidence 
that the Air Corps procurement act has 
been violated in several ways,” Repre- 
sentative Rogers, Dem. of N. H., the 
chairman of the subcommittee stated, 
“Some changes in the law will undoubt- 
edly be necessary. I hardly believe that 
the remedy lies in giving the Air Corps 
more authority, however.” 

Other members of the subcommittee 
expressed themselves privately at length 
along the same lines. Several of those 
who were strong supporters of legisla- 
tion to give the Air Corps more free- 
dom, now frankly admit in private con- 
versation that they have changed their 
minds and now favor more centralized 
control of military aviation, within the 
War Department. 

This change of sentiment has taken

throughout them, particularly in the essentially military circles, must run a thread 
of melancholy, not to say apprehension, when it is realized how far short the Army 
falls, through no fault of its own, below the high and efficient standard set for it 
by the ablest minds that have been concerned with the problem of national de- 


fense. * * * 


“The highest and most conscientious military authority concludes that a mini- 
mum peace-time Kegular Army should consist of 165,000 men, instead of the present 
118,000, and that the National Guard should be materially expanded, if the Army 
is to fulfill properly the legitimate demands upon it as a peace-time institution. 
How extensive these are, and how closely they dovetail into civilian activities we 


have stated many times. 


If Army Day can impress upon our people that our sys- 


tem of national defense has been seriously imperiled, it will not have been celebrated 


in vain.” 





The Washington Star, commenting on the large increases in Military appro- 
priations in Germany's budget for next year, states: 

“Outstanding among them is a grant of $100,000,000 to the Nazi storm troops, 
hitherto, despite allegations to the contrary in France and elsewhere abroad, per- 
sistently held in Germany to be no part of the Reich’s official military establishment.

Study Air Problem 
(Continued from Preceding Page) 
place mainly within the Rogers subcom- 
mittee. While this group includes only 
about a third of the total membership 
of the Military Affairs Committee, its 
makeup consists of most of the more 

influential and actiye members. 

Previous statements in the JOURNAL 
notwithstanding, it was learned this 
week that the official opinion of the 
Army Judge Advocate General's Depart- 
ment has never swerved from the stand 
that the Air Corps’ method of purchas- 
ing quantity aircraft by negotiated con- 
tract was contrary to the intent of the 
law. This opinion, it was learned is 
having much weight in the committee. 
Air Corps officers also brought before 
the committee the views of one mem- 
ber of the Judge Advocate Generals De- 
partment, who while stationed in the 
ollice of the Assistant Secretary of War 
for Air gave a personal opinion favor- 
uble to the Air Corps’ procedure, but 
this opinion was the officer's own opin- 
ion and not an official opinion of the 
Department, it is understood. 

It is expected to be at least a month 
before the subcommittee will conclude 
its investigation and report to the full 
committee, A preliminary report may 
be filed outlining some method which 
the group believes should be used in 
purchasing aircraft, in order that con- 
tracts may be ‘et under the $7,500,000 
PWA allotment. The committee has 
asked the War Department not to pro- 
ceed with the purchase of these planes 
until its investigation is made. 

The subcommittee is opposed to pur- 
chasing aircraft by negotiated contract, 
except in experimental lots, and is cer- 
tain to recommend that competitive bid- 
ding be required. Probably some amend- 
ment of existing law along this line 
may be sought. Whether they will in- 
clude in their report any criticism of 
Air Corps officials remains to be deter- 
mined, As reported in the JourNAL last 
week, the subcommittee voted to table a 
report drawn up by Chairman Rogers, 
condemning Air Corps oflicers and ap- 
proving the actions of Assistant Secre- 
tary War Woodring. 

Collins Backs Air Corps 

Support for the Air Corps method of 
purchasing was given this week by Rep- 
resentative Ross Collins, chairman of 
the subcommittee in charge of War De- 
partment appropriations. Mr. Collins 
inserted a statement in the appendix of 
the Congressional Record, stanchly de- 
fending this method of procurement. 

“LT am a bit fearful,” Mr. Collins said, 
“if newspaper reports be correct, that 
an effort will be made to influence the 
House into adopting a course with re- 
spect to supplying the Army with air- 
planes that in actual practice would not 
be economical, that would retard the 
procurement of airplanes, and that 








might result, and it seems to me would 
certainly result, in not acquiring the 
latest and most efficient types of these 
aerial defense weapons. 

“I do not propose here to defend the 
acts of any individuals having to do 
with the negotiation of contracts for 
airplanes and aerongutical accessories 
or with the methods employed in such 
negotiations. I am willing to leave that 
to the appropriate officials of the War 
Department, whose business it is. If 
there have been improper practices, such 
corrective and punitive measures as the 
facts may warrant should be speedily 
tuken. Negotiation, however, in my judg- 
ment, can be so regulated as to mini- 
mize to the greatest extent humanly pos- 
sible the opportunity for proceeding 
contrary to the public interests. There 
is no need to abandon the principle. I 
have studied this question for a num- 
ber of years. I have met with it every 
year in the consideration of the War 
Department appropriation bill. My re- 
action is that if military and naval 
aviation is to advance and keep apace 
with development abroad, and to have 
incorporated in their design the latest 
knowledge, the only method is to buy 
the best plane of each particular type 
that has been brought forward at the 
time purchase is to be made. Such a 
plane essentially would be in the pro- 
prietary category, and therefore would 
need to be acquired through negotiation. 

“The Public Works Administration al- 
lotted $7,500,000 to the Army and $7,- 
500,000 to the Navy for airplane pro- 
curement. The primary purpose of these 
allotments was to promote industrial re- 
covery. The Navy almost immediately 
negotiated contracts and its allotment 
is under expenditure. The Army was 
about to do the same thing, but the As- 
sistant Secretary of War, despite the 
emergency, intervened and instituted a 
new procurement procedure, and the 
consequence is that the primary purpose 
of the allotment has been wholly de- 
feated. Whether the Assistant Secretary 
of War changed specifications or specifi- 
cations were changed, as they were, by 
some other person or persons at his di- 
rection is about as important as the dif- 
ference between tweedle-dee and tweedle- 
dum. The fact remains that because of 
Mr. Woodrings untimely interference the 
military service stands before the pub- 
lic condemned for trying to do exactly 
what our other defense arm has done 
and is doing, and, without a word of 
criticism, and I wish to go on record as 
condemning ‘his action in no uncertain 
terms, 

“When the Army or Navy is in the 
market for planes, whatever the type, 
they wish and will buy under any cir- 
cumstances only the most advanced types. 
No one can logically quarrel with that 
policy. If A actually has demonstrated 
that he is the sole producer of the most 








advanced type, why go beyond A? B 
and © may be producers. Assuming their 
plants are adequate, they have not the 
forms or requisite special equipment to 
proceed with the production of A’s su- 
perior product. The full meaning and 
importance of this consideration imme- 
diately manifests itself during an in- 
spection of an airplane plant in produc- 
tion. If B and © were invited to bid, 
necessarily they would have to include 
the cost of preparing themselves to go 
into production of A's plane. If time be 
a factor, B and © could not get into 
production until the patterns, forms, and 
special appliances could be gotten ready, 
which wouid entail a delay of not less 
than 6 or 8 months. The Government’s 
‘nterests are best protected by having 
personnel who, by training and expe- 
rience, are qualified to conduct such ne- 
gotiations. 

“Consider now if A, B, and C should 
be invited to bid. A knows he posseses 
the plane desired. Being cognizant of 
the added expense B and C must in- 
cur, it is obvious that competition in 
such circumstances, if fair bids be made, 
would not be in the public interest. 
Competition in such circumstances would 
in effect be a mere gesture. 

“On the other hand, if A is called in 
and a contract negotiated—and bear in 
mind that A wants and needs the busi- 
ness—he is not going to hold out for 
an excessive price, and that is deter- 
minable from previous procurement ex- 
perience and the experience of the per- 
sonnel negotiating the contract. 

“Another consideration: Airplanes 
have not yet been developed to the 
point to which rigid, standard specifica- 
tions may be applied. Changes are con- 
stantly being brought forward looking 
to the production of a modern airplane. 
The introduction of such changes would 
not be practicable under a competitive 
contract for new models. Therefore, un- 
der such a contract, the design of the 
Plane would be obsolete when the con- 
tract was executed. Let me illustrate: 
A and B, pursuant to invitation, submit 
sealed bids. From the day the invita- 
tion is issued new developments occur 
Appraisement of the bids by technical 
experts is a matter of months. When 
award is made, it is for a plane lacking 
all of the developments that have oc- 
curred from the time bids were invited. 

“Competition, in practice, does not 
of itself assure the most advantageous 
prices. The human factor is still pres- 
ent. This town is always filled with 
perrens engaged in representing houses 
selling to the Government who either 
have or claim to have influence in se- 
curing contracts. Why are they main- 
tuined here? Why do not those with 
whom they have to deal shut their doors 
to them? It is a pernicious practice and 
should be stopped. I do not believe ir 
is generally realized, but a negotiated 








contract goes through more hands than 
a contract awarded as the result of 
competitive bidding. The chances ‘or 
collusion in a negotiated contract are 
practically nil. 

“Mr. Speaker, I am in 
proper safeguards, but I am opposed to 
any course that may jeopardize sup 
plying Army and Navy aviation wtih 
the most advanced types of military and 
naval airplanes.” 

Representative McFarlane, of Texas, 
who was a member of the sub-committee 
of the Naval Committee of the House, 
which investigated and approved of the 
Navy’s method of purchasing aircraft, 
also made an address to the House. But 
he took the other viewpoint, holding that 
the system in both the army and navy 
is “contrary to law” and that the Judge 
Advocate General of each department 
had so held.

Army Supply Bill 

Headed by Senator Copeland, of New 
York, and Representative Ross Collins, 
of Meridian, Miss., conferees for the Sen- 
ate and House started meeting Thursday 
to iron out the differences between the 
two houses over items in the Army Ap 
propriation bill. 

One of the principal differences is over 
the provision carried in the House bill 
and eliminated by the Senate aimed to 
force the retirement of about 350 pres 
ent officers of the Army before July 1, 
1934. The provision contemplates this 
move to permit the commissioning of 
the June West Point class and still leave 
vacancies throughout the year to be fl 
from civil life. It now seems likely that 
the Senate will recede on this amend 
ment and permit its enactment with a0 
extension of time until next October. 
The War Department did not oppose the 
idea but merely asked that if it be e& 
acted the limiting date be extended 
as to provide for the necessary time iB 
which to convene retiring boards and 
process the retirements.

The Constitution and an Air 
Department

OULD the Supreme Court declare 

unconstitutional a law creating an 
Bxecutive Department called an Air De- 
partment seperate from the War and 
Navy Departments? 

The Constitution of the United States 
became operative about one hundred and 
forty-five years ago. The Fathers of the 
Constitution exhibited uncanny  fore- 
sight but they were neither seers nor 
prophets. Battles fought on land and 
om or under the water formed their 
martial horizon. National destinies de- 
termined in the AIR were undreamed of. 

An Army pertains to LAND and a 
Navy to WATER. Is there one word of 
the Constitution relating to AIR? The 
legal expert on constitutional law re- 
plies: “Yes, by way of implication!” 
But more of that anon. 

Infantry, artillery, engineers, anti-air- 
craft, tanks, all are LAND MATTERS 
and are of the ARMY. Battleships, 
cruisers, destroyers, submarines, air- 
plane-carriers, all are WATER MAT- 
TERS and are of the NAVY. But an 
Air-Machine—lighter or heavier than 
Air—certainly belongs neither to LAND 
nr WATER, neither to the ARMY nor 
NAVY contemplated by the Constitution. 
It belongs to that third element of the 
Ancients that the Constitution mentions 
nt—The AIR. However, if an Air- 
Machine is a substantial part of an Army 
ora Fleet it unquestionably belongs to 
the Army or Navy of the Constitution. 
The Constitution provides that the 
President of the United States shall be 
Commander-in-Chief of the Army and 
Navy of the United States. Although the 
Marine Corps is not expressly referred 
to in the Constitution the President is 
Commander-in-Chief of the Marines since 
the Corps is always part of either the 
naval or military service. At present he 
is Commander-in-Chief of the two Air 
Forces since they form part of either 
the Army or Navy. Would the President 
be the Constitutional Commander-in- 
Chief of a Separate Air Force admin- 
istered by the Secretary of an Executive 
Department of Air, if a law created one? 
lt would be neither the Army nor the 
Navy. Yet it would be part of the Na- 
tional Defense.

Commissioning of Air Mail Pilots 

The Adjutant General is advising all 
Corps Area Commanders and the Chief 
of the Air Corps as follows: 

“1, During the period of emergency in 
connection with the operation of the Air 
Mail by the Army, as determined by the 
Secretary of War under direction of the 
President, A. R. 140-23, insofar as it 
governs qualifications for appointment or 
promotion in the grades of second lieu- 
tenant, first lieutenant, and captain, Air 
Reserve, may be waived by The Ad- 
jutant General, on recommendation of 
the Chief of the Air Corps, and com- 
missions in the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
issued to such persons a qualify as fol- 
lows: 

a. Applicants for appointment as second 
lieutenant must submit evidence of two 
thousand (2,000) hours certified flying time 
as civilian pilot on a Scheduled Air Line 
and must hold a Scheduled Air Transport 
Rating. 

b. Applicants for promotion to the grade 
of first Meutenant must submit evidence of 
four thousand (4,000) hours certified flying 
time as civilian pilot on a Scheduled Air 
Line and must hold a Scheduled Air Trans- 
port Rating. 

ec. Applicants for promotion to the grade 
of captain must submit evidence of six 
thousand (6,000) hours certified flying time 
as civilian pilot on a Scheduled Air Line 
and must hold a Scheduled Air Transport 
Rating. 

“2. The commissions issued persons 
under these emergency conditions will 
be for the normal five-year period pre- 
scribed by law, but each person so ap- 
pointed or promoted will be informed, in 
writing, at time of appointment, or pro- 
motion, that in accordance with the au- 
thority conferred upon him by the Na- 
tional Defense Act, the President will 
discharge such persons from their com- 
missions one year from the date when 
the responsibility of the Army for the 
operation of the Air Mail Service has 
ceased. During this year these officers 
will be encouraged to qualify in the mili- 
tary requirements of the grade to which, 
under existing regulations, they are elgi- 
ible for appointment or promotion in the 
Air Corps Reserve. In the event these 
officers do not qualify in the military 
requirements of the grades they may be 
holding within one year after the Army 
operation of the Air Mail has ceased, 
they will be discharged from their com- 
missions and will then revert to the stat- 
us they held at the time the emergency 
commissions or appointments were is- 
sued,”

Each Corps Area and Department 
Commander; Each Ohief of Arm or Ser- 
vice; and Each Army Air Mail Zone 
Commander is being notified, in accord- 
ance with the recently passed Air Mail 
bill, as follows: 

“1. An Act approved Mar. 27, 1934, 
provides concerning Reserve officers on 
duty in connection with the transporta- 
tion of the air mail as follows: 

“Sec. 5. Reserve officers performing duty 
hereunder shall be deemed to be in the ac- 
tive military service and if injured or killed 
such officer and/or his dependents and bene- 
ficiaries shall be entitled to the same bene- 
fits as in the case of officers of the Regular 
Army and/or their dependents and bene- 
ficiaries. Section 4 and this section shall be 
deemed to take effect on Feb. 10, 1934.” 

“2. It is desired that each Reserve 
officer now on duty in connection with 
the transportation of the air mail be 
given an opportunity, immediately, to 
execute a designation of beneficiary form 
as provided in AR 600-600, and that each 
Reserve officer hereafter placed on duty 
in connection with the transportation 
of the air mail be given an opportunity 
to submit a designation of beneficiary 
form before entering on such duty, or a 
soon thereafter as practicable.”

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To Inspect New Submarine 


The Navy Board of Inspection and 
Survey, headed by Rear Adm. George C. 
Day, USN, left Washington, D. C., April 
10 for Provincetown, Mass., in order to 
inspect and report upon the preliminary 
trials of the submarine Cuttlefish prior 
to the final acceptance by the Navy De- 
partment. 

The trials will take place off Province- 
town and will be of about ten days’ dura- 
tion. The submarine: Cuttlefish which 
has been under construction at the Elec- 
tric Boat Company at Groton, Conn., was 
authorized by Act of Congress in 1930, 
Her keel was laid in November, 1931 
and launched Dee. 21, 1933. Lt. Comdr. 
Charles W. Styer, USN, is the Com- 
manding Officer.

Colonel Williams Awarded DSM 


Secretary of the Navy on April 10 
decorated Col. Richard Peters Williams, 
USMO, with the Distinguished Service 
Medal for exceptionally distinguished 
and meritorious service in the line of his 
profession while he was Commandant of 
the Garde d’Haiti from 1930 to 1933. 

“Because of his splendid judgment, 
tact and diplomacy he maintained tran- 
quillity, law and order in the Republic 
of Haiti,” it is declared. “Because of 
his fiscal ingenuity he saved the national 
budget of Haiti an appreciable sum in 
the administration of the Haitian Army, 
all of which brought about friendly re- 
lationship between the American and 
Haitian Governments.” 

Colonel Williams was born in Georgia, 
the son of an Army officer. He was com- 





missioned a second lieutenant in the Ma- 
rine Corps in October, 1889. In 1918 
Colonel Williams, then a major, went to 
France on the USS Henderson with a 
battalion of marines. He was promoted 
to lieutenant colonel at this time, and 
served as Assistant Chief of Staff of the 
Sixth Division. After the war he re- 
turned to Headquarters, Washington, D. 
©., for duty. On his return from Haiti 
last year he was assigned to duty as 
President of the Marine Corps Pxamin- 
ing Board, which duty he is performing 
at the present time.

Refuse To Advance Officers 


A bill to advance Capt. Jacob M. 
Pearce, USMC, on the promotion list of 
the Marine Corps, was turned down by 
the House Naval Affairs Committee this 
week, 

In view of an adverse report from the 
Navy Department, the Committee voted 
to table HR 1934, after its subcommittee 
on private bills had favorably reported 
the measure. The bill provided that 
Captain Pearce should be considered to 
have been promoted to be a permanent 
captain as of November 23, 1919. Cap- 
tain Pearce, according to the evidence 
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Mr. Young can show you a comprehensive set of samples of men’s hosiery, 
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presented to the Committee, had quali- 
fied and been notified of his promotion 
on that date, which was withdrawn when 
it was decided to revise the standing 
of all officers who entered the Corps 
during the World War, whether pro- 
visional or emergency officers. 

The action of the Navy Department 
in opposing the bill, reversed its previous 
stand. Under Secretary Adams, the 
Department had endorsed the measure, 
and the bill had been reported to the 
House in previous Congresses. The ad- 
verse action taken by the present regime 
was based on the fact that the bill would 
serve as a precedent for revising the 
promotion list of the Marine Corps, it 
was stated. 





Fleet Enroute To Canal 

The United States Fleet under com- 
mand of Admiral David Foote Sellers, 
USN, and composed of the Battle Force 
and the Scouting Force acting jointly, 
a total of 113 vessels of all types, left 
the San Pedro-San Diego area April 9, 
for the Panama Canal, and is engaging 
in fleet exercises en route. Later, other 
exercises will be held in the Caribbean, 
after departure from the Canal. 

On May 31 the Fleet will concentrate 
in New York where President Roosevelt 
will review it. After this official review 
the Fleet will remain in New York for 
more than two weeks. 

The. Battle Force is under command 
of Admiral Joseph M. Reeves, USN, fly- 
ing his flag in the USS California and 
the Commander of the Scouting Force 
is Vice Admiral Frank H. Brumby, USN, 
his flagship being the USS Indianapolis, 
heavy cruiser. The total number of offi- 
cers and men attached to the U. 8. Fleet 
is approximately 3,700 commissioned and 
warrant officers and 44,000 enlisted men, 
of which 2,200 officers and 29,000 enlist- 
ed men are attached to the Battle Force 
and 1,500 officers and 15,000 enlisted 
men are attached to the Scouting Force. 

In the maneuvers now being held, the 
Fleet will be attacked by theoretical 
forces somewhere between the California 
coast and the Canal. The attacking 
forces will employ scouts, crusiers and 
submarines. Admiral Joseph M. Reeves, 
the Commander of the Battle Force, 
United States Fleet, who has been ap- 
pointed as the new Commander in Chief 
to relieve Admiral David Foote Sellers 
in June, will have command of the 
defending forces throughout this exer- 
cise. The Fleet is to arrive at the Canal 
April 21. 

After departure from the Canal Zone 
on May 5th the Fleet will engage again 
in maneuvers, a part of which will be 
technically known as Fleet Problem XV. 

The exercises that will take place in 
the Caribbean are predicated upon the 
fact that enemy forces have been able to 
occupy advance bases in some United 
States possessions in the West Indies 
and have succeeded in concentrating a 
strong naval force somewhere in these 
waters. The American forces will be 
represented by the Battle Force and the 
“theoretical enemy” by the Scouting 
Force. Each side will have approxi- 
mately the same aviation forces, one 
aircraft carrier being assigned to the 
Battle Force and one to the Scouting 
Force. In addition to this the Fleet 
Marine Force under Rrig. Gen. Charles 
H. Lyman, USMC, which was recently 
organized as a part of the United States 
Fleet will be concentrated in the Canal 
and throughout this problem will be 
employed as an advance striking and 
landing force ready to occupy an ad- 
vance base under cover of the Fleet’s 
heavy guns. 

Throughout these exercises conditions 
simulating actual war conditions will 
prevail in the Fleet. All vessels will 
“darken ship” at night and great care 
taken that no lights will be visible to 
the “enemy.” All officers and men will 
be exercised constantly at battle sta- 
tions and when contact of one ship or 
division of ships is made with the oppos- 
ing forces, officers and men will go 





through all phases of maneuvers and

Planes Operate With Fleet 

Three squadrons of Navy patrol planes 
left for the Canal Zone with the United 
States Fleet, April 9, and will engage jp 
patrol problems and various other mis 
sions at sea with the Fleet, most of the 
time operating away from any base o@ 
aircraft carrier. 

Normally these planes are attached 
to the USS Wright, aircraft tender, by 
throughout the operations from April § 
until the arrival of the Fleet at the 
Canal, April 21, they will operate from 
temporary bases established at various 
ports from Mine Sweepers acting in the 
capacity of aircraft tenders.

Squadron Nine (VP-9), using 6 PMI 
flying boats, and part of Utility Squad.

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ASSOCIATION OF OFFICERS OF THE ARMY with the reorganized NRA has 
its advantages and disadvantages. Among the former are the tribute paid to them 
as civilian administrators, official recognition of their value as executors and inter- 
pretérs of law, and public understanding that they are immune to political influ- 
ence and animated solely by the purpose to carry out the orders of the President, 
who is their Commander-in-chief. The disadvantages can all be comprehended under 
one generality—the public attitude toward the regimentation of industry which is the 
object of the organization. Throughout the country there is rising revolt against 
the codes. Small businesses are protesting that they are being destroyed in the in- 
terest of moncpolies, labor disputes are occurring everywhere, protests are being 
uttered against the rise in the cost of living, and, more important, there is growing 
resentment at the limitations being imposed upon individual initiative. It is ap- 
parent the NRA is becoming, if it has not already become, a subject of bitter politi- 
cal contention, and in attacking it assailants are pointing to the employment of offi- 
cers of the Army as proof of the plan of the brain trusters to regiment the country, 
if necessary by force; and in support of their argument they cite the passage by 
both Houses of Congress of the Bankhead bill for compulsory cotton control and the 
belief that this is a step in the program for compulsory control of all other agri- 
cultural products and eventually of industry. Because of this kind of propaganda, 
the AgMy aNnp Navy JouRNAL feels it important to impress upon the country that 
neither the Army nor the Navy has had anything whatsoever to do with the political 
plans of the Administration. The Services have not sought connection with the civil- 
ian alphabetical organizations which have been created. When they were called upon 
to supply officers for particular assignments, they furnished them. Those officers 
are carrying out their civilian duties precisely as they would carry out their military 
duties, It was, perhaps, natural for General Johnson, who served so long in the 
Army, to turn to the men he knew to aid him in the vast work placed upon his 
shoulders. He is aware of the fact that there is nothing prussianesque in our Army, 
that the training of officers is based solely upon the idea of obedience to civilian 
superiors, and that in the course of their instruction, as well as the performance 
of their missions, they are taught civil administration. No one, least of all the 
Army, can think of Lieut. Col. Lynch, General Johnson's administrative chief, as 
seeking to regiment America or industry. On the other hand, they can understand 
he will lean backward in order to relieve his conduct of affairs of any suspicion of 
military discipline. He and the officers associated with him have an extremely 
arduous and embarrassing: duty to perform, and that they will do it with due regard 
to the Constitution, which they have sworn to uphold, may be expected.: But there 
is no doubt that those who have the interest of the Services at heart, who know how 
they must rely upon public opinion for existence, will breathe a sigh of relief when 
civillans comprise the entire staff of the NRA. 


AS PROOF OF THE ABILITY OF THE ARMY to handle civilian affairs in a 
manner most satisfactory to the civilian authorities and to the public in general, 
we cite the conduct of the CCC. Cooperating closely with Director Fechner, with the 
Forestry Service and with the Department of Labor, the Army has controlled this 
aggregation of jobless young men in a manner above reproach, It has maintained 
discipline under great difficulties, restored self-reliance where it had disappeared, 
and has demonstrated as never before its ability to fashion character so as to make 
good citizens out of material which was weakened by failure. It is gratifying to 
the ApMy AND Navy JourRNAL to have played a part in the development of morale 
among the enrollees. The gold medals and silver and bronze buttons which we 
offered and which are being distributed by the nine Corps Area Commanders for 
the past six months period gave the stimulus of camp competition to the work of the 
Army, and we are advised was helpful to the commanding officers and assistants 
of such camps in developing cleanliness, order and discipline. In order that this 
competitive spirit may be continued, the AkmMy AND Navy JourNAL takes great pleas- 
ure in announcing that it will offer gold medals and silver and bronze buttons for 
the superior camps of the existing period which will be selected by the Command- 
ing Generals of the nine Corps Areas. Notification to this effect has been given to 
General MacArthur, Chief of Staff, and he has advised us of his appreciation of our 
action. We request the Commanding Generals of the Several Corps Areas to in- 
form the camps in their jurisdiction that the new competition has begun. 


TO THD DISSATISFACTION OF THE WESTERN COAST and the gratifica- 
tion of the East, the Fleet has begun its voyage down the Pacific, through the 
Canal and across the Carribean sea and northward to the presidential review at 
New York. Its passage through the Central American waterway will be watched 
with keen interest, not only by the American people but by foreign nations, which 
properly regard the canal as an important factor in our defense. In the present 
explosive state of the world, it is natural that the Army and Navy should cooperate 
in safeguarding the vessels as they move from the Pacific to the Atlantic. The 
troops will patrol the canal and careful control of merchantships using it at the time 
will be observed. Not that any danger is anticipated. Japan recognizes that the 
transfer of our strength is a demonstration that the Fleet has not been held in the 
Pacific ready to be loosed upon her, and the rest of the world understands that be- 
cause of our long coast lines on both oceans we have as much right to maneuver in 
one as in the other. Adding to the interest of the occasion will be the inspection of 
the Fleet by the President. This will be in addition to the review which will be 
held in New York. From the Astor Yacht on which he has been spending a vaca- 
tion, Mr. Roosevelt notified the nation that it is his intention to pass through the 
canal aboard one of the Fleet’s cruisers and to visit Hawaii. Thus he will have 


an opportunity to learn at first hand the condition of the sea service and our 
troops in the Pacific territory. The contact he will have with officers and men and 
the larger view he will be able to obtain unquestionably will be helpful to the 
Commander-in-Chief in connection with the question of armament reductions which 
again is coming to the forefront of world discussion.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Commissioning Officers in the National Guard of the United States—In accordance 
with General Order No. 3, issued by the War Department last week and published 
in full in the ARMY AND Navy JourNax of April 7, steps are now being taken to com- 
plete the conversion of the Federally recognized National Guard into the National 
Guard of the United States, a component part of the Army of the United States. 

The General Order carries with it blanket appointment in the new National 
Guard of the United States of officers of the rank of colonel and below. There only 
remains for such officers to execute their new oath of office and forward it to the 
state Adjutant General. As for general officers, however, their nominations will 
have to be made individually by the President of the United States and forwarded 
to the Senate for formal confirmation. 

On April 10, Maj. Gen. James F. McKinley, The Adjutant General of the Army, 
notified Corps Area and Department commanders, chiefs of arms and services and 
the Chief of the National Guard Bureau of the provisions of the new General Order 
and gave the following interpretation and instructions: 

“It should be noted that the appointee under paragraph 6 of the General Order 
must have held federal recognition on April 4, 1984; and that his federally recog- 
nized status on April 4, 1984, governs his appointment in the National Guard of 
the United States. If the Officer’s federal recognition in the National Guard termi- 
nates on or after April 4, 1934, and prior to the acceptance by him of the appoint- 
ment tendered by the General Order of April 4, 1934, the General Order has no 
effect with respect to him, and the question of appointment in the Nationa] Guard 
of the United States must be made the subject of separate action. It should be 
noted also that the appointments tendered by paragraphs 6 and 7 of the General 
Order can be accepted only by the proper execution and proper forwarding by the 
appointee of the Oath of Office on or before October 31, 1934, 

“In accepting appointments tendered in paragraphs 6 and 7 quoted above, the 
oath of office required by paragraph 9, also quoted above, will be executed on Na- 
tional Guard Bureau Form No. 337, and forwarded through appropriate National 
Guard channels to the State Adjutant General. Forms for the purpose may be 
secured from appropriate authorities of the National Guard. The oath of accept- 
ance will be forwarded to the War Department from the State Adjutant General 
through the Corps Area Commander, the Chief of the National Guard Bureau 
and the Chief of Arm or Service. 

“When the completed oath of office is recovered by the State Adjutant General 
it should be checked to ascertain that it has been properly administered, and then 
forwarded to the Corps Area Commander with the following information: 

“a, Status of the individual to whom it pertains in federally recognized Na- 
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tional Guard on April 4, 1934, and whether or not federal recognition in the-Ng. 
tional Guard has been continuous since that date and up to and including date o 
acceptance. Any change in federally recognized status should be reported giving 
date. 

“b. Status in federally recognized National Guard on date of forwarding the 
report. 

“(Note: It is believed that in most cases these requirements will be covereg 
by a statement showing status on April 4, 1934, and that no change in status hag 
occurred since that date). 

“ce, Present assignment in National Guard of United States showing unit 


“d. For appointments made under paragraph 16 of General Order report of 
physical examination should be inclosed as directed thereby. 

“e, If acceptance of appointment tendered by paragraph 6 or 7 of the Gep. 
eral Order is forwarded by the State Adjutant General on or after Nov. 1, 19% 
statement should be made as to date of receipt from the officer in order that 
determination may be made as to whether or not it was forwarded by the officer 
within the time limit set by paragraph 9 of the General Order. 

“When the oath of acceptance is received at Corps Area Headquarters the 
federally recognized status will be checked with the Report of Federal Recogni. 
tion previously furnished the Corps Area Commander under paragraph 53 a, NGR 
20, and the assignment status in the National Guard of the United States and seria} 
number of the officers referred to in paragraph 14 of General Orders No. 3 wil 
be recorded. It will then be forwarded to the National Guard Bureau. 

“When oath of acceptance is received in the National Guard Bureau the report 
required in paragraph 4 will be checked, and in forwarding, any discrepancies found 
will be set forth or statement made that the report is correct. In addition (for 
those acceptances not accompanied by a report of physical examination), the for. 
warding statement of the National Guard Bureau will also include: Date of 
latest physical examination and whether or not the individual concerned was te 
ported as physically qualified on such examination. Satisfactory reports of phys- 
cal examination less than one year old will be accepted. For those appointed to 
commissioned grades who have not held prior appointments in the Officers’ Re 
serve Corps copy of N.G.B. Form 62 will be attached, or statement made that copy 
has been furnished to The Adjutant General. For those appointed Warrant Off- 
cers a copy of N.G.B. Vorm 62 will be attached. 

“It is suggested that the Adjutant General of the State set a suspense date 
to about Nov. 15, 1934, for any officer under his jurisdiction whose appointment ip 
the National Guard of the United States is effected by the General Order. If 
properly executed oath of office is not received in time, report to that effect should 
be forwarded through the channels prescribed for forwarding an acceptance, with 
recommendation regarding cancellation in any such case where appointment was 
made under paragraph 16, General Orders No. 3. This report should set forth 
the efforts made to secure acceptance and should contain a statement covering 
federally recognized National Guard status as required by paragraph 4 of this 
letter.” 


New Army Press Officer—Brig. Gen. A. T. Smith, chief of the Military Inteiligence 
Division of the War Department Genera] Staff, this week ordered the transfer 
of Maj.

7 for a leave before reporting to Ft. Benning on Aug. 14. The departure of 
Major Sibert will be keenly felt by Washington newspaper men who have come to 
know him and to appreciate his sympathetic and helpful attitude as press relations 
officer. 


Upon Major Sibert’s departure, Maj. Carl H. Seals will become the senior 
in charge of the branch. Since coming to the Press office Major Seals has been 
in direct contact with the newspapermen and has earned their confidence and 
respect and his elevation to head of the office is the subject of congratulations on 
their part. 


Secretary Dern’s Army Day Speech—Few public utterances on the subject of the 
Army and National Defense have met with the spontaneous and whole-hearted 
praise as that of the Army Day address last week of Secretary of War Dern, e& 
cerpts from which were published in the Journat last week. Both within and 
without the service it was hailed as a sound and interesting exposition of the 
Army. 


Speaking of Army personnel in that address Mr. Dern said: 


“The enlisted men, or privates, come into the Army voluntarily, since col 
pulsory military service is repugnant to American traditions. They enlist for 
either one or three years, and most of them then pass into other pursuits, improved 
physically and mentally by their military training and discipline, and hence better 
equipped for whatever vocation they may then choose.

formal announcement was made by 
the War Department on April 11 of a 
revision of Class “B” procedure for the 
army with a view to making more ef- 
fective that means of separating offi- 
ers from the active list. ; 

As described in the AkMy AND Navy 
JournaL of Novy. 11, 1933, the new pro- 
edure is planned to make the decisions 
of the board of general officers final and 
irrevocable as to the classification of 
officers and subject to review only by 
the direct order of the President of the 
United States. This revision of regula- 
tions on the part of the War Depart- 
ment was made possible by the recent 
Brecutive Order issued by President 
Roosevelt at the Department’s request 
and published in the ArMy AND Navy 
JovrNaL of March 10, 1934. 

In a statement of the press, Secretary 
of War Dern declared that, “I am plac- 
ing responsibility for the purging process 
wholly in the hands of outstanding, ex- 
perienced and disinterested representa- 
tives of the Army itself, who cannot 
share that responsibility with others, 
either by desire or by compulsion.” 

The full text of Secretary Dern’s state- 
ment is as follows: 

The Classification Law of 1920, providing 
for the elimination from the Army of pro- 
fessionally deficient officers, was one of the 
best conceived measures ever enacted by 
Congress for the control of the military 
establishment. Its purpose was to break 
down the legal bulwarks behind which in 
eptitude and inefficiency were able to su- 
gain themselves so long as compulsory 
separations from the Army were permitted 
oly for physical unfitness or for violation 
of criminal or military codes. Its enact- 
ment was urged by the War Department. 
its meaning was clear-cut and definite. The 
purpose sought was universally recognized 
as admirable. 

To classify officers on the basis of pro- 
fessional fitness, Congress directed the an- 
nual assembly of a board of not less than 
five general officers to examine and analyze 
the official records. Although the Law 
serupulously provided for protection of the 
individual's rights, it prescribed also that 
after consideration of all evidence present- 
ed, any final decision of the Classification 
Board placing an officer in Class “B” should 
hot be subject to review except by order of 
the President. Inder this method extraneous 
infuence was rendered almost completely 
innocuous, since the Board's proceedings 
were confidential and its decision was based 
solely on the officer’s record covering his 
entire service. Officials charged with nor- 
mal War Depurtment administration upon 
whom influence usually seeks to impinge, had 
nothing to do with classification procedure, 
and were legally prevented from reviewing 
the Board’s decision. 

Rut this clear-cut and eminently just pro 
cedure was snort-lived. In 1923 an Execu- 
tive Order issued requiring complete re 
view in the War Department of records of 
all officers placed in Class “B.” The Classi- 
feation Board promptly lost its status as 
a high court and became little more than 
*) advisory commission, whose findings. 
when in favor of an officer, were binding 
upon the Government, but when against 
him were not accepted by the individual as 
final. Since responsibility in the latter type 
of cases was transferred to departmental 
officials, special pleas and importunities 
were immediately presented to them, both 
from the officers concerned and from their 
friends. 

In almost every Class “B” case acted upon 
since that time, this type of influence has 
heen brought to pear in such volume and 
‘uch intensity as the individual affected 
‘ould command. ‘The effort was, in spite of 
War Department resistance, to weight the 
sales of justice in favor of special privilege 
That this influence was often exercised in 
utter ignorance of the facts and without 
regard to the merits of the case served only 
to fecentuate its vicious effects. 
oped the Army goes back to the simple 
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New regulations amending AR 605-200 











were issued putting the new policy in 
effect. Important among the changes is 
the only rescinding paragraph 4% 
“Course to be followed in disposing of 
the proceedings.” This paragraph pro- 
vided for a review of decisions by the 
Secretary of War and is the one which 
gave the opportunity for influence. The 
section 1 (12) which provided for the 
transmission of the proceedings to the 
Chief of Staff also was rescinded. Thus 
the Secretary of War and the Chief of 
Staff have removed themselves as steps 
in the procedure and left the President 
as the only final appeal. 

The new regulations also provide that 
in sending court-martial or other records 
only such as resulted in conviction or 
gave evidence of culpability will be sent 
to the board. 

The changes in AR 605-200 (new word- 
ing in Italics) are as follows: 

1. General, 

b. The Adjutant General will— 

(2) Transmit to the recorder of the 
classification board— 

(f) Records of trial by court-martial 
that resulted in conviction. 

In the event that the officer being clas- 
sified was. acquitted of one or more spe- 
cifications and charges and convicted of 
the remainder, the record of the trial 
will not be sent to the classification 
board. In this case a copy of so much 
of the court-martial order as published 
the convictions only will be sent to the 
classification board, 

(g) Reports of inspections or investi- 
gations in connection with the officer 
concerned that held him culpable in some 
manner. Such reports that held the 
officer entirely blameless will not be sent 
to the board. 

(h) Records of courts of inquiry that 
held the officer concerned culpable in 
some manner. Such records that held 
the officer entirely blameless will not be 
sent to the board. 

Records of courts of inquiry convened 
under the provisions of section 2A4b, Na- 
tional Defense Act, arc excepted from 
the above and they will be sent to the 
board. 

(12) Rescinded. 

(13) Upon receipt of the proceedings 
of the final classification board, finally 
classifying an officer in class B, transmit 
the case to the board of officers con- 
vened under the provisions of section 
24b, National Defense Act, as amended, 
to determine the cause of classification. 

(14) Upon receipt of the record of 
the proceedings of the board to deter- 
mine cause (see models of Forms H and 
J, par. 5), notify the officer concerned of 
the determination of both boards, and 
inform him that further proceedings, if 
any, in his case will be governed by the 
provisions of AR 605-200. Notification 
will in all cases be made through the 
appropriate corps area commander, who 
will notify the War Department by wire 
the date upon which such notification 
was received by the officer concerned. 
Notification to officers serving without 
the continental limits of the United 
States will be made by wire. 

(15) An officer finally classified in 
class B will be permitted, at his option, 
to appeal to the President for revision 
of the findings of the final classification 
board, at any time within 15 calendar 
days from the date he receives notifica- 
tion of such classification, the time pe- 
riod to be computed by excluding the 
day of notification. On or before the 
last day of said period, such officer may 
deliver to his commanding officer, for 
transmittal to the President, his appeal 
with ground therefor in such form as he 
desires to submit it. The commanding 
officer will notify the corps area com- 
mander by wire on the date such appeal 
is received. The corps area commander 
will immediately transmit such notifica- 
tion by wire to the War Department. 
If no such appeal shall be received by 
the commanding officer by the expiration 
of the 15-day period, he will notify the 
corps area commander by wire to that 
effect and the corps area commander will 
immediately transmit such notification 
by wire to the War Department. 

(16) Upon receipt of an appeal to the 
President for revision, transmit the same 
together with the entire record in the

case to the Chief of Staff for presenta- 
tion to the Seoretary of War. 

(17) If notification is received by the 
War Department that no appeal has 
been made, or if revision upon appeal 
shall be denied, and if no order to the 
contrary shall have been received from 
the President, the classification will 
forthwith be carried into effect. 

2. Duties. 

h. The board will carefully study the 
official record in the case of each officer 
in order to determine the facts and to 
give proper weight to various data con- 
sidered. Opinions as well as facts will 
be considered but must be given only the 
weight that the particular opinion de- 
serves, which will be affected largely by 
the experience, judgment, and character 
of the officer expressing the opinion and 
by the extent to which his opinion is 
substantiated by the opinions or facts 
contained in the reports of other officers. 
If the character of the officer rendering 
the adverse report is not known to the 
board, the official record of that officer 
should be consulted. 

p. The action of the final classifica- 
tion board will be final and not subject 
to revision except upon the order of the 
President. The proceedings in final 
classification in those cases in which the 
finding is adverse will state briefly the 
basis of such finding. See Form BE, 
paragraph 5. A minority report may be 
submitted if desired.

Washington Naval Hospital 


Plans for the construction of a new 
naval hospital in Washington, which 
have been carried almost to completion 
by Navy medical officials, now only 
await the appropriation of funds for 
this much needed project to become an 
actuality. 

With patients housed in wooden tem- 
porary buildings, little more than “fire- 
traps’, and other facilities sadly out of 
date, the Surgeon General of the Navy, 
Rear Adm. Perceval S. Rossiter, and the 
commanding officer of the hospital, 
Capt. Curtis B. Munger, have done their 
utmost to forward building the hospital. 

Admiral Rossiter, before becoming 
Surgeon General, was in charge of the 
Washington Hospital and Captain Mun- 
ger was his executive officer. Under 
their leadership the many obstacles 
thrown in the path of the project have 
heen overcome and now either an ap- 
propriation by Congress or an allotment 
of money by the Public Works Adminis- 


tration will start actual work of con- 
struction, 
It was in Yebruary, 1931 that Con- 


gress authorized the building of a great 
naval medical center in Washington. 
Almost immediately, however, the bud- 
get paring and economy movement went 
into full force, and Congress refused to 
appropriate funds under the authoriza- 
tion. After a stiff fight, however, the 
expenditure of $100,000 for the drawing 
of plans was approved. These were fin- 
ished and submitted to the Public 
Building Commission and the Fine Arts 
Commission for approval. Another snag 
was struck when someone came forward 
with the bright idea that the new hos- 
pital should not be built on the present 
site in Potomac Park but should be con- 
strucetd adjacent to the Army Medical 
Center near the outskirts of Washing- 
ton. 

The leaders in the fight for the new 
hospital finally prevailed, however, and 
the approval of the two advisory bodies 
was secured. The hospital will be con- 
structed on the present site. To cost 
about $3,000.000, the project will har- 
monize with the Lincoln Memorial and 
other nearby Government buildings. It 
will be constructed of limestone in what 
is described as Federal colonial archi- 
tecture. 

While Admiral Rossiter is carrying 
on the fight to put through the project 
and build the new hospital, Captain 
Munger is doing heroie work in carrying 
on the old hospital under extremely ad- 
verse conditions, and is succeeding with 
true naval spirit in giving first class 
treatment with inadequate facilities and 
equipment. 





Communications Control Bill 


Centralization of Federal control over 
communications, as proposed in an Ad- 
ministration sponsored bill introduced 
by Representative Sam Reyburn, chair- 
man of the House Committee on For- 
eign and Interstate Committee, was in- 
dorsed in its relation to national de- 
fense by Capt. 8. C. Hooper, USN, be- 
fore the committee this week. ~ 


Japtain Hooper, who is Director of 
Naval Communications, in the Office of 
Naval Operations, proposed several 
amendments to the bill being considered 
by the House group (HR 8801) which 
are desired by the Navy Department. 
the changes suggested would bring the 
measure, in its national defense aspects, 
in conformity with the revised Senate 
bill for the same purpose. 


After holding hearings on the Dill bill ° 
to establish a Federal Communications 
Commission, the Senate Interstate Com- 
merce rewrote it, to incorporate changes 
proposed by the Navy and by the com- 
munications industry but has not yet 
reported it to the Senate. 


“Centralization of control is consid- 
ered to be a great stride in the right 
direction,” Captain Hooper told the 
Hiouse committee, “Moreover, unless our 
communication systems in time of peace 
are adequate, efficient, and free from 
foreign influence they cannot be ex- 
pected to function properly under the 
greater strain of war. The Navy De- 
partment believes that this bill will 
prove of great value in establishing and 
maintaining communication systems of 
this type and is heartily in accord with 
its provisions.” 


Five amendments, involving national 
defense aspects of communications, de- 
scribed as “precautionary measures”, 
were proposed by the Director of Naval 
Communications. In the first paragraph 
of the bill, in which the purposes of 
the measure are set forth, it was sug- 
gested that the “safeguarding” of ser- 
vices and facilities “in order that they 
may be utilized to best advantage in 
the interest of common defense” be in- 
serted, 


To insure that confidential informa- 
tion presented to the planned Commun- 
ications Commission by the War and 
Navy Departments be kept secret, it was 
urged that the requirement that the ses- 
sions of the Commission be public be 
amended to allow secret information 
affecting the national defense to be 
withheld from publication. 

Captain Hooper recommended the in- 
clusion of a provision directing the Gov- 
ernment to actively encourage and 
develop radio, declaring that otherwise 
“our supremacy in radio cannot be 
maintained,” and stressing its import- 
ance to the Navy. 

“The Navy and its air force are al- 
most totally dependent on radio com- 
munication for the execution of its mis- 
sion,” he stated. The transmission of 
orders and information, even the con- 
trol of gunfire are dependent upon 
rapid, efficient radio communications. 
Who knows what future developments 
may bring? In this day of treaty navies, 
a differential in means or methods of 
communications may mean victory or 
defeat.” 

Another amendment proposed would 
authorize the President to take over 
wire, cable and radio communications 
when a national emergency or war be- 
came imminent. Extension of the re- 
quirements of existing law prohibiting 
alien control of domestic communica- 
tions was asked, so as to apply to hold- 
ing companies as well as operating com- 
panies, The limitation suggested was 
the same as is contained in the revised 
Senate bill. Proposal was made that 
the Commission prepare “a national 
communications policy.”

authorities, and such employees will be 
compensated for overtime at the rate of 
not less than time and one-half. The 
effective date of Section 23 will be an- 
nounced later. 

“ce. Section 24 continues in effect for 
the fiscal year 1935 the following sec- 
tions of Part II of the Act of June 30, 
1982, of interest to the War Depart- 
ment. 

“203, prohibiting the filling of vacan- 
cies ; 

“206, reducing civilian travel allow- 
ances ; 
“315, restricting transfers of noncivi- 
lian personnel ; 

“317, authorizing transfers of appro- 
priations ; 

“328, reducing jurors’ and witnesses‘ 
fees. It also continues in effect Section 
18, Title II, Act of March 8, 1933, sus- 
pending reenlistment allowances, and 
Section 9(a), Act of June 16, 1938, re- 
lating to rotative furloughs. 

“d. Section 201, Part II, Act of June 
80, 1982, suspending automatic increases 
in compensation, will be effective during 
the fiscal year 1935 only to the extent 
that it suspends the longevity increases 
provided for in the tenth paragraph of 
Section 1 of the Pay Readjustment Act 
of June 10, 1922, but this amendment 
does not authorize the payment of back 
compensation. Under this provision the 
following rules will apply: 


Commissioned Officers—Longevity 
Increases 

“Commissioned officers have not been 
entitled to further longevity increases 
since June 30, 1932, and will not be en- 
titled to further longevity increases ac- 
cruing since June 30, 1982, for the fiscal 
year 1935. 


Commissioned Officers—Promotions 

“For promotions in rank since June 
30, 1982, through the fiscal year 1985, in- 
creases in pay and allowances will be 
allowed from July 1, 1934, or the date of 
promotion (whichever is later), with 
longevity credits to and including June 
80, 1932, on the base pay of the higher 
pay period to which entitled by reason 
of such promotion. 

Commissioned Officers—Pay Periods 

“For entrance into the next pay pe- 
riod by reason of length of service since 
June 30, 1932, through the fiscal year 
1935, increases in pay and allowances 
will be allowed from July 1, 1984, or the 
date of completion of the requisite ser- 
vice (which ever is later), with longevity 
credits to and including June 380, 1932, 
on the base pay of the new pay period. 

Warrant Officers and Enlisted Men 

“All longevity increases for warrant 
officers and enlisted men will be allowed, 
effective July 1, 1934, but reenlistment 
allowances will not be allowed. 


Nurses 

“All increases in pay for nurses by 
reason of length of service will be al- 
lowed, effective July 1, 1984. 

“e, Section 7, Title II, Act of March 3, 
1933, prohibiting administrative promo- 
tions of civilian personnel, is amended 
to provide that adjustments which may 
be made in charges against compensa- 
tion on account of quarters, subsistence, 
laundry, or other similar charges, will 
not be interpreted as administrative 
promotions. It is further amended to 
provide that administrative promotions 
may be made during the fiscal year 1935 
to the extent that funds are available 
therefor from savings in amounts ap- 
portioned for personal services from 
applicable appropriations for the fiscal 
year 1935. 

“f. There is a prohibition against any 
increases in salaries of civilian person- 
nel by reason of reallocations of posi- 
tions to higher grades after June 30, 
1932, by the Personnel Classification 
Board or the Civil Service Commission. 

“g. Section 25 of the Act of March 28, 
1934, has the effect of discontinuing 
after June 30, 1934, the requirement in 
Section 8, Title II, Act of March 20, 
1933, for impounding the appropriations 
or portions of appropriations unexpend- 
ed by reason of the operation of the pro- 
visions of the Act of March 20, 1933,

Mr. Robinson during his entire career 
was known as a friend of the Army and 
Navy.

In the World War Mr. Robinson served 
in the Field Artillery, being discharged 
in 1918 with the rank of first lieuten- 
ant.

Mr. Robinson is survived by his 
widow, the former Helen Roosevelt, a 
son, Douglas, of New York, and three 
daughters, Mrs. Helen Hinckley of Can- 
ada; Mrs. Elizabeth Mary De Sibour, of 
Washington, D. C.; and Mrs. Alida Wal- 
ter, of New York City.

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Merchant Marine 


“Today, more than ever, we need a 
two-fisted Uncle Sam on the high seas,” 
Thomas H. Healy, Ph.D., Assistant Dean, 
School of Foreign Commerce, George- 
town University, told the delegates to 
the Fourteenth Annual Middle West 
Foreign Trade and Merchant Marine 
Conference in Detroit. Dr. Healy’s ad- 
dress was warmly received by the hun- 
dreds of business leaders, foreign trad- 
ers, and economists who participated in 
the discussions. 

“Tt is a matter,” Dr. Healy said, “of 
economic and political life and death to 
us that, at all hazards, we must havea 
first-class Merchant Marine, protected 
and subsidized against increasing sub- 
sidized foreign competition, which would 
otherwise drive it completely from the 
seas. The failure of our Mercant Marine 
would not only be a disastrous blow 
against our domestic, as well as foreign, 
trade, but at a time when very real war 
threats fill the air it would cripple our 
national defense and threaten our very 
national life. , 

“The initial general fact is that the 
Merchant Marine is not solely or even 
primarily the business of the shipping 
industry or the foreign trade group; it 
is the business of the United States as 
a whole and its status affects the eco- 
nomic interests and vital welfare of 
every man, woman, and child in the 
United States. The American people, 
through their duly elected representa- 
tives, have repeatedly recognized this 
most basic fact. The law of the land 
provides that we must have an adequate 
Merchant Marine, and declares that it 
is the policy of the United States to do 
whatever may be necessary to develop 
and encourage the maintenance of such 
a Merchant Marine.”

Board to Study Air Corps 


Secretary of War Dern announced 
this week the appointment of a com- 
mittee composed of six civilians and 
five general officers of the Army to study 
the operations of the Army Air Corps. 

Altnough the announcement merely 
stated that the purpose of the board is 
“to make a constructive study of the 
Army Air Corps” it is understood that 
its directive is much more sweeping and 
inclusive than the one originally given 
for the board announced about a month 
ago (on which Col. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh refused to serve). 

© hew announcement makes no men- 
tion of the previously appointed board 
the directive for which provided that 
it was “to study and report upon per- 
formances by the Army Air Corps in its 
mission to carry the Air Mail * * * and 
the adequacy and efficiency of its tech- 
nical flying equipment and training for 
such a mission.” 


The military personnel on the new 
board is the same as that announced for 
the earlier board, which in turn was 
the same as that which studied the air 
situation last summer and recommended 
the creation of the GHQ Air Force. The 
only military addition is that of Maj. 
Albert FE. Brown, (Inf.), GSC, who is 
stationed in the office of the Deputy 
Chief of Staff, to be recorded. The orig- 
inal hoard contemplated three civilian 
members, Col. Charles A, Lindbergh, Mr. 
Orville Wright and Mr. Clarence Cham- 
berlin. Colonel Lindbergh, and Mr. 
Wright, however, refused to accent, the 
former declaring that he would not 
serve on a committee whose function is 
to assist the execution of the President’s 
desire to have the Army take over the 
commercial air mail system, and the lat- 
ter on the grounds that his health 
would not permit him to travel. Mr. 
Chamberlin accepted and is renamed on 
the new board. In addition Mr. Newton 
TD. Baker, War time Secretary of War. 
was named as chairman, with the fol- 
lowing additional civilian § members: 
Dr. Karl Taylor Compton, Dr. George 
William Lewis, Maj. James Harold Doo- 
little and Mr. Edgar 8S. Gorrell. 


The full text of the official announce- 
ment issue on Apr. 10, is as follows: 


“The selection of a combined civilian 
and military committee of eleven mem- 
bers to make a constructive study of the 
Army Air Corps was announced today by 
the Honorable George H. Dern, Secre- 
tary of War. The committee is expected 
to assemble in Washington about the 
middle of April to outline its program 
of procedure. 


“The group will comprise Mr. Newton 
TD. Baker, ex-Secretary of War: Maj. 
Gen. Hugh A. Drum, Deputy Chief of 
Staff; Dr. Karl Taylor Compton, Presi- 
dent, Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology; Maj. Gen. George 8S. Simonds, 
Commandant, Army War College; Dr. 
George William Lewis. Director of Aero- 
nautical Research, National Advisory 
Committee for Aeronautics: Mai. Gen. 
Benjamin D. Foulois, Chief of the Air 
Corps; Mr. Clarence D. Chamberlin, 
trans-Atlantic flyer; Brig. Gen. Charles 
FE. Kilbourne, Assistant Chief of Staff, 
War Plans Diviston, War Department: 
Maj. James Harold Doolittle, expert fly- 
er and aeronautical engineer; Brig. Gen. 
John W. Gulick, United States Army; 
Mr. Edgar S. Gorrell, President, Stutz 
Motor Car Company: Maj. Albert PB. 
Brown, War Department General Staff, 
Recorder. 

“Upon General Drum’s_ suggestion, 
Mr. Newton D. Baker has consented to 
act as Chairman of the group, while 
General Drum will be Executive Vice 
Chairman. 


“In selecting the members of the com- 
mittee, the Secretary of War has sought 
to secure the assistance of men espe- 
cially associated with the development 
of aviation in America, both from the 
military and civil viewpoint. Mr. Bak- 
er’s acceptance of the invitation to serve 
will bring to the group invaluable expe- 





rience resulting from his great work as 
Secretary of War in the World War and, 
subject thereto, at the time of the reor- 
ganization of the Army in 1920. 


“General Hugh A. Drum, as Chief of 
Staff of the First Army of the A.E.F., 
had extensive experience in the opera- 
tions of military aviation in extended 
battle, and has been associated with 
army aviation problems since the War. 


“Dr. Karl T. Compton, President of 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
served as an aeronautical engineer in 
the Army in 1917, was an associate 
scientific attaché, American Embassy in 
Paris in 1918 and has been chairman 
and member of several committees relat- 
ing to communications and transit since 
1931, 

“Maj. Gen. George S. Simonds, Com- 
mandant of the Army War College, has 
made extensive studies relating to the 
operations of the Air Forces in the 
World War and their development since 
that time. 

“Dr. George William Lewis is aero- 
nautical engineer with an M.M.E. de- 
gree, Swarthmore College and Cornell 
University. Since 1919, Dr. Lewis has 
served with the National Advisory Com- 
mittee for Aeronautics, principally as 
aeronautical research engineer. He has 
been associated with the Daniel Guggen- 
heim safe aircraft competition, and the 
Wright and Manly Memorial medal com- 
petitions. 

Maj. Gen. Benjamin D. Foulois, Chief 
of the Air Corps, is one of the oldest 
aviators in the American Army, served 
in the Air Service of the A.E.F., and is 
now Chief of the Army Air Corps. 

“Mr. Clarence D. Chamberlin became 
an aviator during the World War and 
served in the Aviation Section of the 
Army Signal Corps in 1917 to 1919; he 
enlisted in the Army during the early 
part of the War and was discharged as 
Second Lieutenant in July, 1919; since 
which time he has been associated with 
commercial aviation, serving as chair- 
man of the Aviation Committee, New 
York City Police Department and the 
Mayor’s Committee on Aviation, New 
York City: in 1918 was appointed aero- 
nautical engineer for the City of New 
York and consulting engineer on the 
staff of the General Aero Corporation. 
In 1927 he established a world’s endur- 
ance record for that period of 51 hours 
11 minutes. In the same year he made 
the trans-Atlantic flight from Roosevelt 
Field, New York, to Bisleben, Germany. 

“Brig. Gen. Charles BE. Kilbourne, As- 
sistant Chief of Staff charged with War 
Plans of the War Department, has been 
associated with major problems of op- 
erations in the War Department for a 
number of years and is thoroughly fa- 
miliar with War Department plans in 
this connection. 

“Maj. James H. Doolittle (Reserve 
Corps), was an Army aviator until he 
resigned, as a first lieutenant of the 
Army Air Corps in 1930. He has an 
A.B. degree of the University of Cali- 
fornia, Master of Science and Doctor of 
Science in aeronautical engineering, Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology; now 
manager of the Aviation Department of 
the Shell Petroleum Corporation. He has 
been awarded the Distinguished Flying 
Cross with Oak Leaf, winner of the 
Schneider Trophy Race 1925, Mackay 
Trophy 1926, Harmon Trophy 
19830, and Bendix Trophy Race

Included in his experience is 
the radio outfitting and operations of 
communications on sea going vessels in- 
cluding a trip into the Arctic ice fields 
in 1910. He rose to be commercial man- 
ager of the Marconi Wireless Telegraph 
Company and was taken over in that 
capacity by the Radio Corporation of 
America when it absorbed the other firm 
in 1918. He was first commissioned in 
the Signal Corps Reserve in 1924.

Marine Corps Promotion 

Extension of the selection system to 
promotion to captain and major in the 
Marine Corps will result if personnel 
legislation sponsored by the Navy De- 
partment is enacted into law. 

The special Naval Affairs subcommit- 
tee considering the Marine Corps per- 
sonnel bill unanimously agreed to re- 
port the measure to the full committee 
this week after several days’ hearings. 
A number of amendments were adopted 
by the group changing the bill in details. 

The bill ostensibly only provides se- 
lection in promotion to the grades of 
lieutenant colonel, colonel and brigadier 
general, in that it specifies that the Navy 
system of promotion shall apply to the 
Marine Corps except as provided differ- 
ently in the bill, This application of 
all Navy promotion laws to the Marine 
Corps is as to not only existing laws, 
but also to laws hereafter enacted, and 
if the proposed Navy personnel bill, in- 
troduced this week, becomes law, it will 
apply to the Marines as well as the line 
of the Navy. 

Whether the new Navy promotion bill, 
H. R, 9068, the text of which was pub- 
lished in the JourNaL last week is en- 
acted prior or after the Marine Corps 
bill, it will extend the system of selec- 
tion to advancement from first lieuten- 
ant to captain and from captain to 
major. Inasmuch as both bills are spon- 
sored by the Navy Department and have 
been approved by the Bureau of the 
Budget, it is expected that, in some 
form, they will become law at a future 
date. 

Before approving the Marine Corps 
bill, the subcommittee amended it in 
several phases. Under the bill as origi- 
nally drawn, promotion to major gen- 
eral would have been by seniority from 
among brigadier generals. The subcom- 
mittee changed this so that major gen- 
erals must be appointed from among 
the brigadiers but not by seniority. 

Another important amendment pro- 
vides that “no officer of the Marine 
Corps shall be ineligible for considera- 
tion for promotion by reason of comple- 
tion of length of commissioned service 
until he shall have been once considered 
by a selection board.” This was added 
to remove the apprehension of some offi- 
cers in the “hump” that if Section 16 is 
later removed, permitting involuntary 
retirements, that they will have a 
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chanée at selection. 

Section 7 of the biil was amended to 
provide that selection boards sheuld not 
have less than six members and that in 
order for an officer to be recommended 
for promotion not less than two-thirds 
of the members of a board shall ap- 
prove. 

There was some discussion before the 
subcommittee as to the wisdom of at- 
tempting to pass the bill with Section 
16 eliminated. It was finally decided 
to leave the provision in the bill, because 
the measure would then result in in- 
creased expenditures without having ap- 
proval of the Bureau of the Budget. 
The full committee will take up the 
measure next week and is expected to 
report it to the House. 





Investigate Munitions 

The Senate on Thursday passed the 
Nye-Vandenberg resolution as amended 
by the Military Committee providing for 
a special committee of seven senators to 
investigate the activities of munitions 
manufacturers. It will investigate exist- 
ing legislation and treaties and review 
the findings of the War Policies Com- 
mission. The Vice President has not 
yet appointed the members of the com- 
mittee.

Brig. Gen. Ralph M. Immell, Adjutant 
General of Wisconsin, was reelected 
president of the Association of State Ad- 
jutants General, at its annual meeting 
this week in the National Guard Bureau 
in Washington, About 100 delegates at- 
tended the convention.

Explanations of the new 
General Order No. 3, published in full 
in the AkMy AND Navy Journat of April 
7, creating the National Guard of the 
United States, were given. 





Higher Rank For Comdr. Calver 


The Senate approved this week the 
recommendation of its appropriations 
committee that Comdr.

District Engineer Commissioner 

Considerable opposition is expected to 
be aroused in Washington, D. ©., over 
the introduction of a bill by Senator 
King, Democrat, of Utah, which would 
do away with the law providing that 
the Engineer Commissioner of the Dig. 
trict of Columbia, be selected from 
among the officers of the Corps of Engi- 
neers of the Army. 

Senator King, a consistent opponent of 
almost everything pertaining to National 
Defense, would have the third Distrigt 
Commissioner a civilian as are the other 
two and would empower the Commission. 
ers to designate “such officer of the 
Government of the District of Columbia 
as they may deem proper to discharge 
the special duties now impose d by law 
on such Engineer Commissioner.’ 

In view of the high degree of efficiency 
that has attended the years during which 
Army engineers have held this post ip 
the National Capital and the great cop. 
fidence placed in them by Congress and 
the public because of their straightfor- 
ward dealings and the utter lack of 
scandals or suggestion of graft in this 
important department, it is not consid. 
ered likely that the citizenry will give 
appreciable support to Mr. King’s pro- 
posal.
